Two  fields  of  study  that  have  increased  enrollment  at  the  Univer- 
sity are  Speech  Communication  and  Sociology.

The  1997-98  Football  Season  was  the  be- 
ginning of  a new  era  in  Spartan  Football.  New  Head 
Coach  Mike  Murray  and  his  staff  returned  seven 
seniors  from  the  previous  squad,  and  were  looking 
to  build  a solid  foundation  for  the  future.  The  antici- 
pation for  the  home  opener  vs  the  Cornell  Rams 
created  a new  excitement  and  spirit  on  the  UD  cam- 
pus. The  Spartans  showed  tremendous  persistence 
in  an  exciting  35-34  come  from  behind  victory  over 
Cornell  at  Chalmers  Field.  With  a victory  over 
Concordia  College,  (St.  Paul  MN)  in  week  2,  the 
Spartans  made  their  first  2-0  start  since  1982. 

As  the  Spartans  entered  the  Iowa  confer- 
ence schedule,  their  youth  and  inexperience  were 
exposed  It  gave  them  a vision  of  where  they  need 
to  be  in  the  near  future.  The  season  was  highlighted 
with  a number  of  individual  performances.  OT  Cruz 
became  the  school’s  single  game,  single  season, 
and  career  rushing  leader,  while  rushing  for  over 
1,000  yards  in  an  injury  plagues  season,  allowing 
him  to  play  in  only  6 games.  Wide  receiver  Matt 
Plummer  caught  for  over  1 ,00  yards,  as  the  record 
setting  Spartan  offense  gained  only  400  yards  a 
game.  Senior  linebacker  Paul  Kunkel  also  became 
the  Spartan  career  tackling  leader.  The  1997  Spar- 
tans finished  with  a 3-7  record,  but  have  started  a 
new  tradition,  and  level  of  expectation  for  the  fu- 
ture, and  they  are  on  track  to  move  the  program  to 
a level  of  consistently  competing  for  Iowa  Confer- 
ence.

The  Dubuque  Spartan  Volleyball  Team  finished  the  1997  campaign  with 
a 19-17  overall  record  and  a 7-3  regular  season  conference  finish.  This  placed  the 
Spartans  as  the  fourth  seed  heading  into  the  conference  tournament.  They  pro- 
ceeded to  defeat  Loras  in  the  first  round  but  suffered  season  ending  defeats  in  the 
semifinal  and  consolation  final  to  foes  Simpson  and  Central.  They  finished  fourth 
overall  in  the  eleven  team  Iowa  conference.  The  season  ended  as  the  most  de- 
manding in  the  history  of  the  program  with  thirteen  of  the  losses  to  national  and 
regionally  ranked  teams,  yet  still  finishing  the  regular  season  as  the  seventh  ranked 
team  in  the  region.  Highlights  of  the  season  include  two  victories  over  Clarke 
College  and  four  victories  over  rival  Loras  College,  a fourth  place  finish  at  UW- 
Platteville  Invitational,  a third  place  finish  at  the  Illinois  Wesleyan  Classic,  and  a 
River  City  Classic  Championship.  It  was  another  good  year  for  the  young  Spar- 
tans and  proved  to  be  a step  in  the  right  direction  in  their  quest  to  fight  for  the 
conference  championship  and  back  into  the  NCAA  playoffs.
